THOUGHT SEASON. During his Oxford days 
the seventies, the late Father Henry Van Rensselaer, 
J., wrote one his letters follows: 

think have heard Father Benson too ‘often, for 
palls upon one little; too severe and hard, 
and takes too gloomy view the state mankind 
general. the way with monks. They wind them- 
selves beyond the level ordinary mortals and then 
look down with scorn upon the efforts the poor ones 
who must live the world, however much they may 
trying not it. want reach the hearts 
the multitude must gentle and loving and sym- 
pathetic, and that monks cannot general 
for their vocation live apart from fellows 
and even themselves.” 

Father Van Renssalaer was neither priest nor Cath- 
olic when thus expressed himself, and the “Father” 
Benson skilfully dissects was the Anglican per- 
suasion; but for all that, wrote something that all 
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might well take heart. The religious life 
truly the most beautiful thing the world, but 
are sometimes found men and women who indeed 
take “too gloomy view the state mankind 
general.” They much harm they are Trap- 
pists Carmelites; but educators they leave much 
desired. That rigorous attitude mind often mani- 
fested really good men and women consecrated 
God the by-product many fruitful years self- 
denial and extraordinary virtue; may even accom- 
pany high degree religious heroism. But, Car- 
lyle has said another connection, “you may call 
heroic, though heroism with its eyes put out!” 
Catholic teachers are bound tend toward heroism— 
but not that kind. 

These things have been said before and thought be- 
fore. Readers that classic treatise education 
the learned and saintly Fenelon will recall that in- 
sisted that the convent his day was not the only 
even the best school for young girl, for, main- 
tained, either the convent was worldly one which 
she would learn despise religion else strict one 
which was impossible for her acquire necessary 
knowledge the world. 

What Fenelon said the convents his day might 
truly say two classes religious teachers our own 
times. our educators have, the saying goes, one 
foot the world, they have not the spirit prayer 
and deep religious convictions, they are careless con- 
cerning their obligations men and women consecrated 
God, they are certainly unworthy educators, for 
will impossible for them lead their pupils love 
God and practice virtue. But, the other hand, they 
are contemplatives spirit though profession leaders 
the mixed life, if, while assuming educate Ameri- 
can citizens for life the twentieth century, they pos- 
sess the outlook and the intellectual knowledge anch- 
orities the farther desert, they have wound them- 
selves “beyond the level ordinary mortals” and 
fall short gentleness, tact and knowledge human 
nature, then though they may holy enough 
canonized—they are ill adapted the task molding 
the characters the men and women tomorrow. 

Both these types exist among us; but each numer- 
ically small, though the latter sometimes, reason 
exalted station the community, capable doing 
much unintentional injury the cause Catholic edu- 
cation. Most our teachers, thank God, avoid both 
extremes; theirs the golden mean, the via media 
scholars who are saints and saints who are scholars. 
They value prayer and the practice virtue the food 
and exercise their souls, without which they could 
not possess the strength God; and they their 
practical duties practical way, seeking first under- 
stand and sympathize with others before trying make 
them wiser and better. They all for God’s greater 
glory; and occasionally the course their external 
labors they neglect the work their own sanctification 
they are not unduly perturbed, for they recall that the 
Master hath said, “He that shall lose his life for 
sake shall find it.” The true religious teacher, fine, 
may not inaptly described the words which good 
old Dr. Johnson uses characterize Addison, who 
religion “appears neither weakly nor wantonly 
skeptical; his morality neither dangerously lax nor 
impractically rigid.”

From the point view matter, the study the 
essay dubious success unless the student has some- 
thing tangible show for his work, unless, say, 
has brought away with him some the gold dust 
inspiration and nugget two information. are 
gain from our study the essay something besides 
impressions the author’s mood and personality, some- 
thing besides perception how works and what 
tools employs. must likewise gain knowledge, 
knowledge the nugget form fact, and knowledge 
the dust form truth. 

Some the information that get from the essay 
may profitably use adorn our minds the third 
boy purposed employ the souvenir nugget. knowl- 
edge certain facts, cheerfully grant, largely orna- 
mental; yet the ornamental has its place art and 
life, and some would appreciably better off

time and effort the acquisition what are some- 
times described the minor arts and graces. per- 
fectly true that man may live hopse utterly des- 
titute pictures, tapestries, marbles and bric-a-brac, just, 
suppose, the Puritans used pray their bare 
and whitewashed churches, but will happier his 
leisure hours and richer his manner life gathers 
about him mementoes his travels and souvenirs the 
joys and sorrows his early years. God has blessed 
youth with memory quick and retentive that youth 
may garner from books and life ornaments thought 
destined prove sources solace and refreshment 
the years come. 

don’t read books,” said vigorous business man one 
day. don’t need books; and, anyhow, haven’t time.” 
“Poor fellow!” murmured philosopher who chanced 
overhear the remark. “What dismal old age you are 
going have!” 

And think the philosopher was right. For there will 
come time the life the vigorous business man 
when will longer vigorous, when the cares and 
delights his active career will have been taken 
younger hands; and then, delight not books, 
his mind like room uncarpeted and unadorned— 
God pity him! 

But the information get from the essay not all 
ornamental; much it, perhaps the better part it, 
resembles the nugget which the boy was going have 
wrought into jewelry. are all jewelers this little 
human life ours; and are honest men and dis- 
criminating prefer work real gold rather than 
pinchbeck. Now the real gold life and art 
can find abundance the works the great essay- 
ists. must dig for it, Ruskin wisely warns us, 
but there. But does not come out finished 
form. What can get from even the greatest writer 
but the ore, handful nuggets now and then; and 
must labor over the smelter our meditation 
and fashion our liking with the file our common 
sense and the hammer our enlightened will. Then, 
truly, like the boy who wanted give pair ear- 
rings his mother, may minister soundly and fruit- 
fully the fellow creatures who come within the sphere 
our influence. 

Not only information constitutes the matter the 
essay; yet more important yield the literary mine 
inspiration. cannot get far, letters life, 
without it; for information the steam engine, inspira- 
tion the steam. Inspiration, though tangent mood 
and manner, more extensive than either, implies 
more than the pleasure sharing writer’s mood, more 
than the esthetic satisfaction seeing how work 
art put together. Inspiration based knowledge, 
vital knowledge; and furnishes with refreshment and 
encouragement and light. the greatest thing, the 
finest thing, that books—real books—can give us. 

Years ago knew teacher who from many points 
view might regarded burdened, disappointed, 
disillusioned man. Humanly speaking, was fail- 
ure. His health was shattered, his relations with his su- 
periors were strained, his influence his class room was 
nugatory. Had been unconscious this his case 
would not have been the least tragical, for could 
then have done what many unconscious failures do— 
live fool’s paradise delusion and self- 
satisfied pretense. But knew was failure; fail- 
ure more complete than the little world about him could 
perceive, for during many months even the heavens were 
brass his prayers and the consolations the spir- 
itual life were denied him. rose ultimately from his 
mound sorrow and, like holy Job, enjoyed presently 
the fruits natural and supernatural his patient efforts. 
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But what was that had aided him pass through that 
somber valley and mount the steep ascent that led him 
sunshine and peace? 

was the inspiration discovered great books. 
Nerve-wracked body and inexpressibly weary soul, 
would drag himself from his arduous and apparently 
futile class room duties, fling himself into chair 
the open window and spend hour with one the 
immortal English essayists. The drama seemed artificial 
him, fiction too flimsy, poetry alicn his spirit; but 
understood the messages sent him the masters 
prose. covered wide range, reading with little 
system but with great absorption Hazlitt, Newman, Rus- 
kin, Carlyle, Quincey, Coleridge, Lamb, Dr. Johnson, 
Addison and even dipping into rare Ben Jonson and 
reveling the figured prose Jeremy Taylor. And 
every day, when the community bell called him com- 
munity duties, arose renewed, refreshed, reinvigorated 
body and mind. For every day his hour read- 
ing had furnished the armory his spirit with new 
set weapons for his grilling warfare; every day from 
the mine literature came forth holding 
tightly his hands gold dust inspiration. 
And day day was his spirit chastened and his outlook 
widened and his heart enlarged; and saw God and 
himself and his fellow men altered and clearer 
light; and when the hour his trial was over and the 
shadows lifted and his liberation was hand, stepped 
forth the old vexations with the insight and 
courage new man. 

* * * * 

How may aid our pupils securing grasp 
the matter the essay? How may enable them 
draw from both information and inspiration? 

Gaining information like shooting rabbits; you may 
walk all day through woods and fields with never pull 
the trigger, you don’t keep your eyes open. Knowl- 
edge comes the alert, those who have their eyes 
open. Listless readers generally learn little nothing 
from books because they are the alert for little 
nothing. Hence, must teach the pupils expect in- 
formation. For this purpose, before they have read the 
essay all, well have them make, either orally 
tabular form, brief statement what they know 
the subject and what they expect discover 
the reading the essay. like teaching them before 
prayer prepare their souls. 

Again, encourage them read with pencil hand. 
That means encourage the practice note-taking— 
not, mind you, the formal, ready-made notes written 
the blackboard the teacher and slavishly copied 
the automatic class—but those spontaneous notes which 
represent the reader’s reaction the essayist’s stimulus. 
Let them list unfamiliar names, questioable opinions, 
statements facts which seem incorrect mis- 
leading, expressions heretofore unrealized truth. Let 
them look references, run down allusions, even now 
and then verify quotations, and iet the notebooks—if 


there notebooks—represent this individual work. 

And, provided it is not worked to death, there is value in 
the practice of summarizing. the essay by paragraphs and by 
topics. The value inheres in the device if the work is done 
by pupils; it disappears if the teacher makes the summary and 
the students merely play follow-the-leader. Then, of course, 
class discussions, real discussions, will prove of value. The 
pupils should do most of the talking, and no one pupil should 
do too much of it. Out of the class discussions will grow de- 
bates, formal and informal, and from the debates the pupils 
will be sent back to the text for proofs and texts and simili- 
tudes. If, for example, Newman’s essay on the university at 
Athens is studied, in this thorough and individualistic way, 
every child in the class will finish the work with a good gen- 
eral knowledge of the content of essay, with a more minute 
knowledge of many things than he would otherwise secure in 
ten years and with a definite understanding of what the great 
cardinal was talking about. 

And as for inspiration—well, that is somewhat like the grace 
of God; it is beyond price and beyond mere human effort. 
But its basis is interest—broad, sane, cumulative interest; and 
that interest will always be found in the class where the teacher 
is a real lover of books. If the teacher is enthusiastic about 
Newman, if the teacher has learned from Newman some of the 
most valuable lessons of life, if the teacher is consciously striv- 
ing to emulate Newman’s gratifying clearness of thought and 
Newman's virile and idiomatic diction, if the teacher feels, in 
short, that Newman called great the kingdom letters 
—in that class truly will the kingdom of letters be at hand. 
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READING THE HIGH SCHOOL ENGLISH 
COURSE.

There are two kinds read- 
class—that designed for those 
who intend continue their 
work college, and that de- 
signed for those whose actual 
school work closes upon high 
school graduation upon the 
completion certain year 
high school. These two ele- 
ments are ever present and 
high school where the Eng- 
lish courses are not divided 
into purely cultural and com- 
the needs each type pupils 
respectively, find work 
the same class the demand 
for the most English and continual effort 
the part the teacher meet this demand with the 
most comprehensive methods and response. 

The certain amount work and kind work 
done the high school classes great extent pro- 
vided for the college entrance requirements, but aside 
from that find every class certain time and desire 
that may given suit the definite needs certain 
classes somewhat vary the every-day routine 
class room instruction. with taking these condi- 
tions into consideration that this article has been writ- 
ten; that effort and adaptation may made suit the 
two types pupils that are found the same class. 
Some the most satisfactory English work that have 
done has been just such class, where have found 
blending tastes, aspirations and ideals, real cos- 
mopolitan atmosphere, where one pupil gained from an- 
other different taste, that the end felt the sum 
total the work was thoroughly well rounded one, 
comprehensive every degree and most happily engaged 
by.the pupils whose adolescent age appreciated the 
spice variety craved almost unappreciable 
extent. 

For the really cultural element intended those books 
which were read class; that is, those upon which the 
class room work was based, and these were covered 
extreme detail with equal amount time and with 
closest observation all the points that make 
the literature study. These books were 
those which were the classics, those great 
literature and most naturally fell those set aside 
the college entrance requirements “Macbeth,” “Ham- 
let” and on. These works which were taken with 
much care intended those the most excel- 
lent standard, those which not yield rapid read- 
ing and which were intentionally outside the pupil’s every- 
day knowledge. was with these works that intended 
that the pupil should shown that there were some 
excellent things that not come upon first hand effort, 
that riches and gold not always lie the surface, 
that such often yields only patient research, and that

often misses such htings because effort 


With these classics, the pupils prepared papers answer 
questions based especially upon the text, the points 
dramatization, style, history and were thorough- 
noted, discussion certain passages was encouraged, 
reviews and criticisms different authors the text 
were read, and all everything possible was gone into 
make such work yield its most abundant fruit 
the most painstaking study and perusal. The results 
were more than three fold justified, for just human 
nature craves the light and frivolous craves the 
deep and wonderful things that come from hard, con- 
scientious and tedious effort. 

With this work covered carefully class felt that 
there were some works which permitted more hurried 
perusal and these fell those which should more 
especially suitable for those pupils whose commercial 
needs were more pronounced, those works which treated 


the problems, activities and processes which would 
met most immediately outside the high school doors. 
realized that these pupils have the same need the 
others for literature which really great assistance 
building character providing antidote for the 
harmful pleasures that often invite the laborer, and con- 
sidered that the study the classics mentioned above, 
filled this need. 

With this commercial end view, rapidly read 
such books Ferber’s “Our Mrs. McChesney,” 
“Personality Plus” “Fanny for the touch 
the world buying and selling, which they gave, Zona 
Gales’ “The Neighbors” and similar ones, for the phase 
community living which they portrayed; Myra Kelley’s 
“Wards Liberty” and like ones for the conditions 
the foreign-born eitizens which they revealed and which 
may met any one those dwelling within our 
gates; Mary Antin’s Promised Land” for similar 
reasons; the biography Alice Freeman Palmer for its 
lesson high ideals and worthy results labor 
American womanhood; Ruth Stuart’s short 
stories; Thomas Nelson Page’s work, and Mary Wil- 
kins’ portrayals the certain localities with which they 
dealt. was with this idea mind that one girl whom 
had had American literature class wrote dur- 
ing summer vacation: reading some Mary 
E.. Wilkins’ stories this summer, and have tried see 
could, without looking up, remember what was 
her main point style and could. She wrote New 
England scenes and people whom she loved well, with 
clearness and simplicity.” felt that the aim our 
class reading had hit its mark when pupil should take 
into his vacation reading the real essence our study, 
without supervision guidance. read “Twenty 
Years Hull House,” Jane Addams, with similar 
idea mind, well whole list covering various 
phases life which could not given here for lack 
space. But found the best way was take our 
literature text, which for example may Halleck’s “His- 
tory American Literature,” and check off the most 
representative works which with their authors were given 
supplement the back the text. These works 
assigned different pupils for reading accordance 
with his need saw it, left entirely elective 
matter choice. While doing this reading gave 
undivided time it, both class preparation and often 
the work the class hour itself. did this last that 
the book might uninterruptedly enjoyed, well 
cover more ground certain time. true that 
some pupils much reading outside school any 
time, and these pupils often gave this time they would 
otherwise give their own selected readings the 
works which were checking, with the result that they 
read three four books each week. One boy came 
school each morning having read new book 
Henry the meantime. This may seem exag- 
gerated, but was prolific reader and was merely 
giving his time the work which was then part 
class work, and had but made the acquaintance 
this writer and was unusually fond his style con- 
fined his efforts one direction. mention this last 
that clear that was taking this kind work 
allow real enjoyment the pupils the reading 
books, which may burdensome done slowly and 
detail. may also said that the grade the 
pupil was not affected read greater number 
books than his fellow, therefore the pupil who covered 
less number books because various evident rea- 
sons had need feeling worry over prospective 
grade, which condition would have surely detracted from 
his enjoyment the books themselves and would have 
defeated the primary purpose such activity. often 
varied the class hour turning our text discus- 
sion the style the works the author being read 
someone the class, and allowing the pupil sub- 
stantiate the remarks made actual citation 
illustration from the particular book was reading. This 
stimulated observance points style even rapid 
reading, and the same time gave the rest the class 
taste what their classmate was finding really meri- 
torious, which often led reading the same book 
other pupils who became interested. Such interest 
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one pupil becomes contagious allowed, and can 
used excellent results. should made clear that 
all discussion was made freely possible, that the 
pupils encouraged express their views with 
stimulus grade marking, that the class hour 
really take the air forum where one pupil might 
profit from the idea another. far the grade 
was concerned, let based the sincerity the 
part the pupil his reading, discussion and on. 
this way many pupils who never cared read before 
are interested books, while others who perhaps read, 
but not the right things, found that interesting things 
may had even the good books. this connection 
may mentioned one boy who confessed had never 
been the public library until began such reading, 
and had lived closest proximity for years. His 
response was delightfully vital and interest.

Yes, true that 
the music approaches the 
subject harmony with fear and 
trembling. 

Harmony not subject which 
one can say that pupil should 
certain age before begins the 
study; should have reached certain 
grade advancement school; 
should have certain quickness 
perception, certain retentiveness 
memory, certain amount musical 
talent. the contrary, mere child 
may begin the study under favorable 
conditions. The proof this state- 
ment found the work which 
teachers all parts the country 
‘are doing with children. The various 
methods for the musical training 
children includes elementary work 
the perception sounds, singly 
interval and melodic successions, and 
combination two, three and four 
notes. 

Now what relation harmony 
bear the chant, the church? 
Gregorian chant essentially melo- 
dic. The masterpieces the chant 
were composed long before the dawn 
modern music and harmony. 
needs not harmonization, for its very 
beauty lies the very absence 
harmony. But our modern ear, ac- 
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gressions, harmonized melodies, 
gets better grasp the chant when 
harmonized. then takes some- 
thing the character possessed 
modern melody. needs not har- 
monization; was never intended 
harmonized, but become better 
acquainted with when its melodies 
are accompanied harmonies. Here 
the only connection between Gre- 
gorian chant and harmony. More- 
over, our choirs most our 
churches would unable sing the 
chant without the help harmoniza- 
tion the organ. follows then, 
that when Gregorian melodies are 
harmonized the organ, the rules 
harmony must strictly adhered 
to. 

For the benefit those who wish 
make thorough study harmony 
and Gregorian chant have instituted 
correspondence course each. The 
courses consist twenty more 
lessons each, and all phases the 
two subjects are studied thoroughly. 
realize that many our religious 
teachers have not the opportunity nor

The following passage school 
survey report issued the federal 
bureau education naturally attracts 
attention: 

“That the formal examination 
criterion for determining ability 
conclusion abundantly supported 
examination the school careers 
men who have become famous. 
For example, Thomas Edison 
never could pass his school examina- 
tions, and when his teacher reported 
that was waste time for him 
attend school was taken_out 
and never returned. Charles Eliot, 
while president Harvard Univer- 
sity, once remarked that would not 
have been able pass the entrance 
examinations his own university. 
Henry Ward Beecher stood sixty- 
fourth examination grammar, 
while the boy who ranked first be- 
came barber southern city.” 

Clearly this amounts to assertion that 
subjecting individual experimental 
tests with a view to determining the ex- 
tent of his knowledge is futile. Despite 
the well known opinion Professor 
Eliot the subject, there are many ex- 
perienced educators who will combat this 
view. If it is sound, then the system of 
determining the qualifications appli- 
ecants for civil service positions is fal- 
lacious. 

Undoubtedly so-called 
are often unwisely conducted. A fre- 
quent fault the preponderance ques- 
tions which place undue value on mem- 
orizing and the neglect those which 
would bring out the candidate’s grasp 
broad principles and subject him trials 
judgment.

both more effective and more eco- 

The report goes observe that 
yet the enormous volume evi- 
dence the subject incident the 
influenza scourge has not been sifted, 
but enough has been done demon- 
strate that cities that kept the schools 
open fared worse than the cities 
that closed the schools. winding 
up, the report asserts that partial sift- 
ing the evidence 
where schools were kept open and 
strict supervision was exercised the 
number pupils and teachers con- 
tracting the disease was below the ex- 
pectation. this point refers 
the testimony New York, Chicago 
and Pittsburgh conclusive.

The Artist 


Sir Edwin Landseer, the most popular animal painter 
the nineteenth century, was born London, March 1802. 
very early showed deep love for animals and great skill 
sketching them. was the youngest son John Land- 
seer, distinguished engraver, whose children inherited his 
artistic talent. John Landseer gave his gifted son his first 
lesson drawing, directing him manner that meant 
constant improvement the child’s work and encouragement 
his best. Some the pictures Edwin made between 
the age and were good that his father kept them, 
and after hundred years, they may still seen 
Kensington Museum, London. 

With two his brothers, the child studied art with 
English painter London, and 1816 entered the Royal 
Academy. this early age Edwin sent pictures 
several galleries. studied for while under the artist 
Haydon. picture his, called “Dogs Fighting” (engraved 


‘by his father), was painted when was 16, and the “Dogs 


St. Gothard Discovering Traveler the Snow,” also 
engraved his father, appeared two years later. The people 
London became interested his pictures, and imme- 
diately became the most noted painter animals.. one 
else could paint dogs Landseer did, and his pictures 
were great demand. was elected associate the 
Royal Academy the age and received the rank 
Academician four years later. was expressly invited 
Sir Walter Scott (as great lover dogs himself) 
visit Abbotsford, where made himself very popular with 
Sir Walter and his wife sketching their dogs for them. 
There studied animals, their native haunts, the deep 
forests, the wild mountain sides and the lakes and 
rushing streams. Thus acquiréd bolder and freer style 
his work and became fond deer subjects for his. 
paintings. 

For fifty years Landseer’s paintings formed the chief treas- 
ure and attraction the Royal Academy exhibitions, and 
engravings from his works had such circulation England 
that the sixties there was scarcely house which there

did not hang one his horses, dogs stags. Even the 
Continent was flooded with them. Some his pictures are 
“Night,” “Morning,” “Children the Mist,” “The Return

different times people have worked out systems 
primary reading beginning with letter sounds. This was 
supposed step improvement over the old alphabet 
which began with letter names; but reality was 
very little improvement, for when children begin 
with the sounds the same trouble encountered that met 
the use the alphabet method. The children are more 
interested letter sounds than letter names. Therefore, 
because the difficulty using letter sounds and because 
the lack interest shown such work, phonics should 
not introduced until the children have learned from one 
two hundred sight words and have come realize the 
need getting new words independently. 


When children have learned number words the 
sort, they can compare and discover similar sounds. 
They learn see—sees; run—runs; jump—jumps. The 
the end the word adds sound the word.

They are properly called the schools 
applied sciences because they stress application 
strengthen the weakness merely knowledge 
and supply the great demand for practical scientific 
men, craftsmen and tradesmen. them, practice con- 
stantly combined with theory and efficient doing prized 
work help the student make use his knowledge; 
they help him become skillful through practice, and 
the great extension laboratory work elementary 
schools long step toward making the school work- 
shop well storehouse. 

SECOND HELP TOWARD APPLICATION 
CONCRETE, ILLUSTRATIVE INSTRUCTION. The 
child not only taught the mechanical neatness

School and community life 
should not divorced, but forever united the most 
intimate reciprocal relations. are all largely prod- 
ucts environment which really determines the proper 
scope and character school life. should such 
enable solve the practical problems life 
creditably and efficiently. 

Practical application the goal instruction which 
preparation, presentation, comparison and generalization 
are but the fundamental steps. Our true worth life 
measured not only what know, but also 
what are and what do. Education not prep- 
aration for life, but life itself. Its most vital element 
the spirit which keepth alive, while the mere letter 
the pedagogical law killeth. Certainly the teacher’s 
personality and spirit are far more powerful than his 
presentation method which should never ‘suppress 
these two important characteristics the true teacher. 
However, proper spirit and personality themselves are 
insuffcient. The one must supplement and reinforce the 
other. Spirit must give life and ascendency educa- 
tional effort and effort must directed the highest 
intelligence follow the lines least resistance se- 
curing the best results. Consequently, instruction must 
marshall the best means available secure the best 
results. These are the five formal steps the teach- 
ing process—preparation, presentation, comparison, gen- 
eralization and application. Properly utilized, they neith- 
detract nor subdue the true teaching spirit. the 
contrary, they make more powerful. Blanketing the 
whole field instruction they give scope, point and 
aim. They set off, characterize and guide the educative 
process, measure its progress, generalize and utilize its 
finished products. Each has its own important and fun- 
damental function. Although they are correlated, yet 
they are hardly coordinated. Combined, they make 
sound psychological and pedagogical unity which should 
known and studied every teacher. Whoever under- 
stands this pedagogical unity, this unique quintette 
correlated parts the recitation, who appreciates and 
uses the progress and products each step, directing 
them harmony with other’s interests and welfare 
master teacher, looking down upon his work from the 
highest vantage ground pedagogical worth and profes- 
sional efficiency.

ADULT EDUCATION. 
John O’Hara. 

“One never too old learn” proverb the truth 
which receiving notable confirmation these days 
reconstruction. The war and its attendant circum- 
stances have induced the American people undertake 
large program adult education. Nearly quarter 
million our wounded heroes are re-educated with 
view fitting them comfortably may for 
life self-respecting industry. Educators and public of- 
ficers are busied with plans for the training foreign- 
born adults appreciation the value and duties 
American citizenship. The problem the native-born 
illiterate likewise receiving attention. 

All these plans and programs indicate lively rec- 
ognition the need adult education the present 
crisis. That good. However, also important 
keep mind that the demand for large program 
adult education not restricted the days recon- 
struction, but ever-present need our American 
people. 

The war’s wounded are much fewer number than 
the host annually injured industrial occupations. Those 
hurt the metal mines single year nearly 
equal the total the nation’s wounded soldiers the 
Great War. addition those who are injured and 
might profitably for themselves and the community 
other lines employment, have thou- 
sands young persons who have entered upon “blind 
alley” jobs upon work for which they are unfitted, 
and who would profit greatly educational advantages 
permitting them take other kinds work. Many 
young persons also might able shorten their period 
apprenticeship they had access educational facili- 
ties their spare time. often happens that too many 
workers, especially unskilled workers, enter the same field 
and glut the labor market. opportunity were given 
some these qualify for other employment the re- 
sults would beneficial for those who left the over- 
crowded market and for those who stayed behind. Until 
the socialists with their servile state assign one 
his life’s job the psychologists infallibly set 
the right path our youth, this process readjustment 
will necessary and will carried forward with the 
least friction where the educational opportunities for the 
adult population are most widely distributed. 

Altogether apart from this utilitarian aspect the 
matter, believe learning for its own sake, there 
vast work adult education perform. Only 
one hundred among receives college 
education; only four hundred finish high school; only 
nineteen hundred complete the eighth grade. 
these democratic times seems unfortunate that the 
immense majority our fellow-citizen should ex- 
cluded from communion with the foremost minds 
the past and destined pass through life without 
appreciation the intellectual and aesthetic satisfactions 
derived from acquaintance with the great litera- 
tures the world. 

Even the case those who have had the benefit 
college training the educational process should 
continued. “We should think strange,” says Moulton 
(World Lit. 461), “if people were invited give 
three four years entirely religious exercises, en- 
tirely sport, with qualification the end the 
period suggesting that the religious exercises, the sport, 
had been got through with for life and that other mat- 
ters might occupy the attention. seems more whole- 
some extend the religious exercises, and the sport, 
through life whole, with continuous yet not exclu- 
sive interest.” similar extension higher 
would seem desirable. Moreover, have the high au- 
thority St. Thomas Aquinas, who pointed out that 
the intellect the highest man’s faculties its cul- 
tivation should yield him the greatest pleasure. 

But whether for utilitarian aesthetic reasons, 
certain that there has been developed recent years 
movement for adult education which tremendous 
import. And the purpose these remarks suggest 
that our Catholic educational institutions, even the smaller 
institutions, should cultivate this field education much 
more assiduously than they do. Obviously our existing

Catechism Without Vocabularies. 


not taxing the reader’s attention unduly, 
should like emphasize certain features common 
many catechisms which occasion much the unsatis- 
factoriness experienced their use. 

That average classes experience frequent difficulties 
with the language which religious truths are expressed, 
becomes self-evident the lengthy glossaries considered 
necessary introductions every chapter. Are they not 
best necessary evil rather than essential elements 
ideal system? the first place, they impose upon 
him the extra task learning much more matter 
rote. This could pardoned did the process have 
the effect clearing away difficulties. Unfortunately, 
many instances, they fall short the purpose they are 
intended serve. have learned the meaning 
word, all the words, given passage does not 
necessarily make that passage intelligible. Countless ex- 
periences with Latin and Greek texts our student days 
and since have surely convinced this. 

Instead drawing vocabularies why not simplify 
the language the catechism? Should that language 
not directly intelligible the child? Should not 
be. such leave need for vocabularies and ex- 
planations? one can fail realize the importance 
this aim. The question will naturally arise, “Is such 
catechism text book way ask- 
ing, “Can the truths religion told language 
easily understood the young, the unskilled, the illit- 
erate?” very grave question certainly, attempting 
answer which one recalls how multitudes all classes 
and conditions hung upon the words Our Blessed 
Lord. Nor can suppose all likely that the dis- 
courses the Apostles were unintelligible the masses 
unless provided with dictionary. God has made His 
revelation for all; that revelation necessarily ob- 
struse prevent its announcement terms com- 
prehensible any but highly developed intellects? 
honest with ourselves and with the world large, 
our catechisms are too difficult for those whose 
hands place them, always the doctrine that 
fault? Let take examples—one catechism high 
repute for generations says that “the principle mysteries 
religion are most necessary explicitly believed;” 
that “it mortal sin miss Mass Sundays the 
omission culpable;” that “the church grants indul- 
gences assist our weakness supply our insufficiency 
satisfying the Divine justice for our transgression.” 
not really possible express these doctrines 
language the young and uneducated may follow? Not 
one child thousand will understand the following 
question and answer taken from the third chapter 
catechism and therefore proposed the child when 
has scarcely completed his eighth year: 

What you infer from the sufferings and death 
Christ? 

The enormity sin, the hatred God bears it, 
and the necessity satisfying for it. 

vocabulary provided according custom would of- 
fer definition for “infer,” “enormity,” “necessity” and 
the child would expected first mem- 
orize these four definitions and then the formal answer 
the question. the end all this not one child 
five would yet understand the text. Would the work 
instruction lamentably compromised the same 
question and answer were expressed follows: 

What the sufferings and death Christ teach 
about sin? 

They teach us: 

(1) How great evil is. 
(2) How God must hate it. 
(3) That leaves very great debt paid. 

Again answer referring the preparation neces- 
sary for confirmation says, “Persons age learn 
should know the chief mysteries faith and the duties 
Christian, and instructed the nature and ef- 
fects this sacrament.” glossary provided defines 
“mysteries,” “duties,” “instructed,” and “na- 


ture,” the latter alone requiring thirteen words. What 
memory task for the pupil! Would something like 
the following not suffice? 
Persons age learn should know: 
(1) What every Christian must believe. 
(2) What every Christian should do. 
(3) What confirmation and what does for us. 
Instances may occur, true, when the problem 
conveying certain doctrines simple language and the 
same time confining ourselves the space usually al- 
lotted question and answer may beyond us. 
What does this prove? Perhaps that certain matters 
religious instruction should not written the form 
question and answer; perhaps that thorough presen- 
tation certain truths calls for succession questions 
and answers; perhaps, therefore, that our present text 
books are too small for exposition doctrine this 
plan. so, what it?

record failures all during the year. 1914 
the Russell Sage Foundation made wide study 
“failures and promotions” and the Racine schools were 
recorded showing average five per cent fail- 
ure. The survey also brought out the fact that the 
schools where the new system visual education was 
not used the record still stood ten per cent. the 
5,000 children the Racine schools between the kinder- 
garten and the high school, cutting the failures from teh 
five per cent, gave promotions 250 pupils, who with- 
out the improved instruction would have been ranked 
failures, and would have been required repeat the 
course. have had 250 pupils repeating the course, 
would have called for six eight extra teachers, and 
extra rooms. the basis the average cost year’s 
schooling, this promotion 250 pupils was saving 
taxpayers Racine between $10,000 and $15,000 
the year. Think what the saving the whole coun- 
try will be, when visual education has been fully worked 
out and entered into all the schools!
